Twist in the tale 

Elliot Tucker explores celebrated British novelist Charles Dickens’ 
links to Hounslow, both in fiction and real life 



T hink of Charles Dickens and 
a snowy 'olde London town' 
probably springs to mind or 
maybe the narrow, poverty ridden 
alleyways of the Victorian East End. 
Hounslow however is probably not 
high on your Dickensian settings list. 
Yet west London, and Hounslow in 
particular, were a big part of Dickens' 
work and the setting for scenes in 
some of his most well known novels. 

Dickens' association with West 
London began aged 18 when working 
as a clerk at Lincolns Inn. There he met 
solicitor Thomas Mitton and the two 
established a firm friendship. Mitton 
lived at North Villa on Lampton Road, 


Hounslow, and owned several other 
properties in the area. Dickens 
frequently visited his friend and 
solicitor in Hounslow and was quite 
taken with the area, so much so that 
during the summer of 1838 he rented 
4 Ailsa Park Villas in St Margaret's, 
which was then part of the Isleworth 
parish. He is reputed to have written 
parts of his best-known novels 
Nicholas Nickleby and Oliver Twist 
here. Hounslow was also an important 
staging point on the route from 
London to the West Country and as 
Dickens was a frequent visitor to Bath 
he would regularly pass through 
Chiswick, Brentford and Isleworth. The 


contrast between the smoggy stench of 
central London and the green expanse 
of her environs, in such a short 
journey, was not lost on Dickens. 

When Bill Sykes takes the young 
Oliver Twist to burgle a Chertsey 
house he sees a cart displaying the 
word 'Hounslow' on it and asks the 
driver to take them to Isleworth. 
'Kensington, Hammersmith, Chiswick, 
Kew Bridge, Brentford, were all 
passed; and yet they went on as 
steadily... they came to a public-house 
called the Coach and Horses; a little 
way beyond which, another road 
appeared to run off. And here, the cart 
stopped.' The Coach and Horses pub 
that appears here still stands on the 
A315 London Road and the road that 
'appeared to run off' is the intersection 
at Bush Corner. 

When Martin, the protagonist of 
Martin Chuzzlewit , wishes to leave 
London he hitches a lift with a 
stagecoach driver who is going to 
'Hounslow, ten miles this side 
London...'. One of the many coaching 
inns on Hounslow High Street is 
Martin's eventual destination. Whilst in 
Hard Times Dickens describes how 
Signor Jupe enacts the famous 18th 
century comic poem 'the laughable 
hippo-comedietta of The Tailor's 
Journey to Brentford.' 

In the short story As the Crow Flies 
a celebrated Isleworth pub gets a 
mention as Dickens describes, 'the 
ghosts of Hogarth's time seem for ever 
grouped around the doorway of that 
quaint inn. The London Apprentice.' 
And in Pickwick Papers Sam Weller 
sings about 'Bold Turpin vunce, on 
Hounslow Heath...' a theme continued 
in A Tale of Two Cities as the Lord 
Mayor of London is accosted on 
Turnham Green; both a nod to the 
highwaymen that still terrorised 
Dickens' route out of London. 

Hounslow and much of West 
London may not be the quintessential 
Dickensian setting one might imagine. 
However there was a time when these 
unassuming areas provided fertile 
literary ground, and even a home, for 
one of the greatest British authors.

Fans of Gavin and Stacey should expect to find a very different side to 
Mathew Horne around town this month, discovers Will Gore 


M y first attempt at 

interviewing Mathew 
Horne didn't quite go 
according to plan. Back 
in November during the 
acclaimed West End run of The Pride, 
which will be calling in at Richmond 
Theatre this month, I put in a call to him 
a couple of hours before an evening 
performance. 

Unfortunately, the comfort of his 
dressing room proved too much and the 
Gavin and Stacey star dozed off, missing 
my calls. It was not until a couple of days 
later that we finally got to chat, when a 
wide-awake and enthusiastic interviewee 
gave me a ring to discuss his current 
theatre project. 

The Pride tells two stories, one set in 
the 1950s and the other in modern times, 
which chart society's changing attitudes 
to homosexuality. In the historical 
section, two men, Oliver and Philip, 
attempt to deal with their secret 
relationship while keeping it hidden 
from the latter's wife. At the start of the 
present day story, we find another 


couple, also called Oliver and Philip, just 
at the point when their relationship is 
breaking down. To say too much more 
would spoil the experience of watching 
these plots unfold and overlap. 

Mathew fits in as three different 
supporting characters, including a 
sinister doctor and a lads' mag editor. 
However, it is his entering the fray

dressed as a Nazi that grabs the most 
attention. As with the rest of the plot it 
would be unfair to explain exactly who 
this character is and what he's doing 
there, but when the truth does reveal 
itself, it's a neat comic moment and one 
that grabbed Mathew instantly when he 
first read the script. 


'When I was reading the play, I felt it 
had a nice start with its Terence 
Rattigan-like dialogue,' he explains. 'And 
then this character walks on in a Nazi 
uniform and I thought, "Oh no, this is 
not going to work". But there's this big 
reveal and it really kicks off from there.' 

The Pride was written by Alexi Kaye 
Campbell and was originally performed 
at the Royal Court in 2008. It's a mixture 
of sharp comedy, social commentary and 
dark (and on one occasion very violent) 
drama. This revival received a series of 
well-deserved rave reviews during its 
run at the Trafalgar Studios and Mathew 
welcomed the opportunity to take it out 
of the West End and on tour. 

'I know there's a huge theatre 
following in Richmond and it's great to 
be bringing the play out to them,' he 
says. 'It will be interesting to see how 
people react compared to our West End 
audiences. Hayley [Atwell, who plays 
both female parts] is leaving and we'll 
have a new cast member so that will be 
a fresh twist. We are also going to 
Brighton and Manchester, places that 
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and Stacey box set/ he says. 'Some 
people really like seeing me doing 
different things, but others definitely 
don't get it. But it's seven years since I 
started doing that show, I was in my 20s 
and I'm now 35. Things are now very 
different for me and I have to move on 
in my career.' 

And move on he certainly has. Once 
The Pride tour is complete, Mathew 
hopes to film a new series of another of 
his sitcom hits. Bad Education. There's 
also another sitcom in the offing that will 
see him team up with Catherine Tate 
once again, and he'd also love to do 
another play later in the year. Saying 
that, there continues to be rumblings 
that Gavin and Stacey may well return 
one day, given the huge demand for a 
return to the wonderful world of 
Billericay and Barry. 

Perhaps sating that appetite for the 
time being, another of his goals is to 
appear on stage with his Gavin and 
Stacey mucker, James Corden. He jokes 
that this can only happen when his mate 
'finishes being a Hollywood film star'. 
Even if Mathew does have to wait a 
while for that reunion, he's clearly got 
plenty to keep himself busy with in the 
meantime.

He started as a stand-up, before 
breaking into TV via Sheen resident 
Catherine Tate's sketch series. He has 
performed in two previous stage 
productions. Entertaining Mr Sloane in 
2009 and Charley's Aunt last year, and 
inevitably, fans of his TV work, 
particularly Gavin and Stacey, have 
come to see him perform in the theatre.

The New Year looks like being a terrific one for the 
London restaurant scene - just don’t mention trends 


T rends, eh? Is Mexico the 
new Peru? Will pickles 
punch out baking? To be 
honest, I couldn't care less. I 
hate the idea of culinary 
fashion, an ephemeral notion if there ever 
were one. A good restaurant, with fine 
food, proper service and soul, will outlast 
any transient hotspot that burns bright for 
a few months before slinking away into 
empty obscurity. So if you're looking for 
the next hip and happening place, then 
go elsewhere. 

But 2014 is laden with restaurants 
opening, both big and small. I still believe 
that the capital is the best place to eat on 
earth. Nowhere, not even New York, has 
the thrilling diversity that London has, and 
the sheer mass of quality too. At the top 
end, the big news is that Simon Rogan is 
taking over the main restaurant at 
Claridge's, replacing Gordon Ramsay. 

This is an inspired choice, as he's a 
brilliant chef who mixes precise technique 
with huge imagination, along with an 
obsession with local ingredients. This is 
THE opening of the year. 

Another top tier chef, Nuno Mendes, 
will be manning the stoves at uber- 
hotelier Andre Balazs' new hotel in 
Marylebone. Expect high-end cooking, 
wonderful flavours and a plethora of 
strange shaped plates. Mendes is one hell 
of a cook and, paired with Balaz, expect 
tables to be rarer than a unbearded 
Dalstonian. Another hugely talented chef 
is Skye Gyngell, late of Petersham 
Nurseries. Details are still sketchy, but 
she'll be bringing her elegant, and 
intensely seasonal cooking, to a new 
restaurant in town. She's been away too 
long, so good to have her back. 

Then there are the old hands, great 
London restaurateurs who are constantly 
expanding their empires. This is no bad 
thing, as we, the punter, are the grinning 
beneficiaries. Alan Yau, the genius behind 
Hakkasan, Yauatcha and Naamyaa Cafe, is 
opening Duck and Rice, a Chinese 
gastropub on Berwick Street in Soho, plus 
a slightly smarter, more upmarket place, 
Chinois on Dover Street. The man rarely 
puts a foot wrong. Where Yau leads, 
thousands follow.

The same can be said for the kings of 
the London restaurant scene, Chris 
Corbin and Jeremy King. The duo behind 
The Wolseley, Colbert, The Delaunay and 
Brasserie Zedel are about to unveil The 
Beaumont, their first hotel venture. 
Situated in the heart of Mayfair, expect 
their usual high standards to apply. 

Russell Norman and Richard Beatty 
might not have owned restaurants for 
quite as long as Corbin and King, but 
they're masters, no doubt about it. Within 
the space of a few years, they've opened 
Polpo, Polpetto, Da Polpo, Mishkins and 
Spuntino. Most don't accept bookings (the 
pair were the pioneers of this, yup, trend), 
yet they're constantly rammed. Ape and 
Bird, a pub on Shaftsbury Avenue, is set 
to open any moment now. As is the new 
Polpetto on Berwick Street, with the 
immensely gifted Florence Knight back 
behind the burners. Expect wonderful 
regional Italian cooking and queues 
stretching around the block. They are also 
opening a Polpo on Notting Hill Gate. At 
long last. West Londoners can get a taste 
of this Venetian inspired institution. 

We've all been waiting with bated 
breath, and rumbling bellies, for the 
second branch of the Hart brothers' 
Barrafina restaurant. The original, in 
Soho, is utterly sublime. The new branch 
opens next year in Covent Garden. 

Cause for celebration indeed. 

As is news of ex-Caprice Holdings head 
honcho Des McDonald's new place, Q. 

A few years back, those of us craving 
proper American barbeque had to go 
hungry, living on smoke tinged memories 
of the real thing. Then Pitt Cue came 
along and sated our pulled pork and rib 
urge. Let's hope that Q is every bit as ye 
haw authentic. Knowing McDonald, it will 
impress. He's also opening the Holborn 
Dining room in the rather sexy new 
Rosewood Hotel. Think British classics, 
both traditional and modern. 

Last, but not least, Goodman's are 
opening a new place where king crab will 
star alongside the rib eyes and sirloin. So 
will crab be the new lobster? Who cares, 
but 2014 looks like another cracking 12 
months for the London eater. Have a very 
happy, and well fed. New Year.

You can see why the 
concept works: the look is warm and 
inviting, service good, and a menu that 
will keep everyone happy. 

The Richmond Resident team had 
ventured into town to celebrate the 
impending nuptials of a colleague, so 
the reason for our visit was very much 
about enjoying a night out. The layout 
was perfect for the 12 of us, and the 
espresso cocktails to start certainly got 
the party going. Satisfying, winter 
warming food was ordered all round: 
their cheeseburger was cooked to 
perfection, the chilli hot dog didn't 
shirk on the spice, and the smaller 
nibbles such as the Merquez sausages 
were gratefully devoured.

L ast summer Anna Halliday and her 
then boyfriend Philip Beatty (now 
fiance) returned from a life¬ 
changing trip to California. They'd been 
blown away by the freshness and quality 
of the food there and came home with 
grand plans to bring a taste of Cali back 
to SW6. Hally's opened its doors in June. 

Inside, its bright and breezy decor is 
a nod to its American muse. Hally's is 
currently open for breakfast and lunch 
but will be serving suppers in the New 
Year. Exciting times are afoot if the lunch 
menu we sampled is anything to go by. I 
expect the evening menu (which the chef 
wants to 'ramp up') to really impress. 

It was a busy mid-week lunchtime 
when we visited, but the floor staff were 
attentive and professional. They're the 
'lifeblood' of the team, says Anna. The 
lunch menu has old favourites and there are 
daily specials, including three changeable 
salads. A sucker for seasonal ingredients, 
I didn't hesitate before ordering the lentil, 
halloumi, butternut squash, avocado, 
rocket and sundried tomato salad (£10) 
with added chorizo (an extra £2.50). The 
halloumi was fried, which added a 
delectable crunch to the softness of the 
squash and the avocado. The added 
cooked chorizo enhanced the flavour and 
all ingredients combined beautifully in an 
explosion of winter taste. 


My lunch guest, Rachel, had her heart 
set on a warming, comfort-food lunch 
and so plumped for the burger (£10), 
which did not disappoint. We washed 
our food down with a carafe of wine 
(there are currently six whites, six reds, 
three bubblies and three roses on the 
wine list). A plethora of exciting soft 
drinks and craft beers are available too. 

To finish, we shared moreish 
chocolate brownie with soured cream 
and a pot of English Breakfast tea. It may 
be a healthy California-themed restaurant 
but its sweet treats are excellent too.

M entioning a forthcoming 
holiday to Mauritius 
tends to elicit one type 
of response, 'wow' - 
and not without the 
faintest hint of jealousy. Undoubtedly, 
this tranquil island off the south-eastern 
coast of Africa has earnt its reputation 
as one of the most beautiful paradises in 
the world. As an islander once told Mark 
Twain, 'Mauritius was made first and 
then heaven; and heaven was copied 
after Mauritius/ 

My stay in heaven was not long - 
after a 12 hour flight from Heathrow, 
there were just four days to assimilate 
into island life, dip my toes into 
turquoise seas and be enchanted by the 
rare wildlife on show. Thankfully, it 
doesn't take long. Mauritians are big on 
warm welcomes and we experienced 
plenty of them. Our first stop was the

Another recommended activity is at the 
Black River Bay where wild dolphins 
visit in the mornings to swim with 
snorkelling tourists - my experience will 
be remembered forever. 

Should you prefer to indulge more 
basic needs, you're be spoilt with the 
delicious range of food on offer whether 
it's fresh seafood dish or Italian cuisine. 
Guests are welcome to access nine of the 
restaurants, including those at Paradis, 
so dining out always delivers a new 
discovery, much like the island itself.

can only be found in Mauritius. I was 
even lucky enough to encounter the 
awesome giant tortoise Big Daddy, the 
300kg so-called 'boss' of the island. 

Our second destination was 
Dinarobin Hotel Golf & Spa, another 
Beachcomber property located on the 
west coast. Bordering another highly 
prestigious hotel, the Paradis Hotel & 
Golf Club, the two share exclusive 
facilities all overlooked by the rugged Le 
Morne mountain that towers above the 
coastline in a protective manner. It's 
obvious why this is a destination for 
honeymooners. You are awed by the 
sheer beauty of the dramatic backdrop, 
and the endless stretch of clean, quiet 
coastline emphasises your small 
existence in an unspoilt place.

Conservation is a big 
issue, and no wonder for this is the 
country from which the famous extinct 
dodo bird originated - now a national 
mascot. We encountered wonders 
including the elusive pink pigeon and

Local lettings continue to grow 

A s 2013 draws to a close, 

Caroline Kavanagh, 

Managing Director of 
Townends Lettings & 

Management, says improved 
activity in the sales market has 
not hampered demand in the 
private rental sector (PRS), 
which continues to outstrip 
supply in many areas, 
particularly London. 

Affordability remains a big 
factor for many tenants and 
although rents have not risen 
in 2013 at rates previously 
experienced, they have still 
remained at a level that has 
driven many tenants to 
consider what constitutes 
value for money. 

Caroline says: This year, we have seen a higher number of 
landlords prepared to wait to achieve their asking price, even if 
it has ended up costing them void time to a greater value, just 
to hold their price. Landlords should be planning for the future 
and working out a manageable way to keep their properties in 
peak condition so that they can justify commanding a certain 
level of rent. Tenants won't pay over the odds, especially if the 
property doesn't tick all the boxes.' 

Looking forward to 2014 Caroline believes that the long term 
renter is becoming a more permanent fixture in the UK's buy- 
to-let culture, regardless of external factors. This bodes well for 
2014, as we anticipate seeing more landlords taking advantage 
of better rates or alternatively releasing equity in order to fund 
future portfolio growth' she says.
